Shortly after officer 
Keith Abbott joined the 
Sierra Madre Police De¬ 
partment, officer Kyle 
Chang also put on his Si¬ 
erra Madre Police uni¬ 
form for the first time Sat¬ 
urday night. Chang be¬ 
comes the newest member 
of the Department, less 
than one week on the job. 

You can expect officer 
Chang to have law en¬ 
forcement skills running 
in his genetic makeup, 
however; his father is re¬ 
tired from the Brea Police 
Department, and his. 
brother is currently an of¬ 
ficer with the Long Beach 
Police Department. 

It wasn’t necessarily a 
life-long ambition of 
Chang’s to become a po¬ 
lice officer, mainly be¬ 


cause it wasn’t an option 
until recently. “My father 
told me I couldn’t be a po¬ 
lice officer until I complete 
my college education,” 
says Chang. “He told me 
after I received any college 
degree, then I could do it.” 

So, a couple of years 
ago, as Chang neared com¬ 
pletion of his degree in 
Natural Resources Plan¬ 
ning and Interpretation 
(Planning Option) at Hum¬ 
boldt State University, he 
began to consider his ca¬ 
reer options, and decided 
that he wanted to follow in 
the footsteps of his father 
and brother. 

Kyle grew up in nearby 
Whittier, attending Cali¬ 
fornia High School. While 
working at Big-5 Sporting 
Goods in Pasadena, he put 
himself through the Rio 
Hondo Police Academy, 


working full-time during 
the day, and attending the 
academy from 6:00 until 
10:00 on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, and all day Sat¬ 
urday. That’s dedication! 

What appealed to Kyle 
the most about law en¬ 
forcement as a career is the 
opportunity to help people. 
While attending Humboldt 
State, he was a resident 
advisor for the university. 
“I enjoyed meeting pec^le 
and learning from them, 
also working with them at 
the university, helping to 
mediate problems,” says 
Kyle. 

He saw the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre position advertised, 
and came up to check out 
the town and go on a few 
ride-alongs, and was very 
impressed with the com¬ 
munity. “It’s a very friend¬ 
ly community.

are very nice, and they 
have a real respect for the 
police officers. It’s a great 
town,” Chang said.

Old photographs 
showed the wooden build¬ 
ing, but in the 1930’s, it 
had been plastered over,

Council Looks 
to Creative 
Financing

The SieiTa Madre City Council un Monday rejected 
a staff proposal to appropriate $60,000 for a new Round- 
A-Bout vehicle, citing other more pressing needs with¬ 
in the City, and also changing transportation technolo¬ 
gy- 

City staff had learned that there is an aggregate bal¬ 
ance of $110,000 in two reserved accounts (Prop A and 
Prop C funds) which are restricted to transportation 
bas^ uses. Recently, the City has implemented a new 
schedule, which added three new stops and scheduled 
five more runs. The daily average ridership is 14.5 peo¬ 
ple per day, which is an increase indicating that residents 
are picking up on and using the service. 

The problem is, the City’s fixed route is being oper¬ 
ated by vehicles that are almost 10 years old and aver¬ 
age 100,(XX) miles apiece. The backup vehicle, which has 
over 114,500 miles on it, needs both cosmetic repairs and 
mechanical improvements. The proposal was to pur¬ 
chase a new vehicle, trading in the backup, and to make 
the current primary vehicle into the new backup. 

Councilmember Kris Miller Fisher stated that she 
would rather see the money spent on the pool, or on im¬ 
provements and repairs at the recreation center. While 
the money is restricted to trartsportation projects, there 
remains the possibility of selling the restricted funds to 
another city, at a discount, in exchange for unrestricted 
general fund money. This technique was used during the 
restoration of the Sierra Madre pool, when transporta¬ 
tion funds were sold to the City of West Hollywood for 
62 cents on the dollar. 

Councilmember Rob Stockly brought up the possibil¬ 
ity of putting off the purchase, and looking into an al¬ 
ternative fuel source vehicle. 

“I have the same concern,” said Mayor Pro Tern Bart 
Doyle. "This is a time of transition in the transportation 
indu^iy. I would hate to invest $60,000 in what is in es¬ 
sence assumed to be an obsolete technology.” '

“Sizing” is an excellent way to keep gminents 
looking better. Sizing can repel stains, retard wrin¬ 
kling and delay soiling. Clothes look fresher long- 
ie«-'wheiti OMnt'rivH'ivediv ^ •• 

' Many fabrics are truly enhanced in appearance 
and wear when sized. (The use of starch in shirts is 
a good example). 

Many of us remember when we checked on how 
much sizing a piece of yardage had in it by rubbing 
against itself to loosen fee sizing. If too much body 
was lost, we didn’t buy the yardage. 

These days there are hundreds of different siz¬ 
ings. Our problem is this; first, we must discover the 
type of sizing the manufacturer used. This often put 
us in the Sherlock Holmes department as a chemis¬ 
try expert. 

Then we must be certain that ail soil and stains 
have been removed fiom the fabric otherwise, the 
sizing will not penetrate the fibers of fabric.

safety, modernization, and 
functionality. The safety in 
the building actually set 
back the construction 
somewhat; designs were 
almost complete in 1994, 
when the Northridge 
earthquake struck, after 
which a growing body of 
knowledge about the dan¬ 
gers of buildings that rely 
on strength to survive 
earthquakes. Those types 
of buildings suffered 
heavy damages in the 
Northridge quake; new 
technologies were needed, 
and they were eventually 
developed. 

The new rooms are also 
''patient-friendly”, with 
mostly single bed rooms, 
offering both privacy and 
efficiency. 

Vice President Jonathan 
Sprecher discussed ways 
in which the new rooms 
catered to patients’ needs. 
Sprecher noted that tradi¬ 
tionally, there are four 
major areas of complaints 
that patients have about 
hospitals, one of which it, 
repeated moving from 
room to room. “Why are 
patients moved so often? 
Most typically, it’s due to 
changes in care levels. 
They move from rooms 
that are telemetry-capable 
to rooms that aren’t, when 
they no longer have those 
needs.” In the Berger 
Tower, all rooms are te¬ 
lemetry capable, and pri¬ 
vate, which removes an¬ 
other frequent complaint: 
The inability of patients to 
get along with roommates. 

A second typical prob-

ting three to one odds; for 
his $50, he stands to win 
$ 150. The ones taking the 
Raiders are getting only 
one to three odds; if the 
Raiders lose, they’re out 
$50, but if they win, they 
each would get f/3 of the 
fourth guy’s $50. Doing 
this successfully necessi¬ 
tates not only picking the 
most likely winner, but 
also estimating what sort 
of odds you need to get to 
make it worthwhile. In our 
hypothetical example, 
while the Raiders may^ be 
favored to beat Dallas, 
they would need to win 
more than 75% of the time 
for the bet to be profitable. 

The problem with mak¬ 
ing money betting horses 
is that the track and the 
State take their money out 
of the pool before the odds 
are figured out. Going 
back to our hypothetical 
football game, assume that 
Joe Taxcollector comes 
and takes $40 out of the 
$200 pot. NOW, the 
Raider backers are still 
risking $50, but in return 
they only get 1/3 of the 
fourth guy’s $40 ($50 mi¬ 
nus his 25% share of the 
tax burden). They’re in 
essence giving 50-13, or 
almost 4-1 odds. Even if 
the Raiders win 70% of the 
time, they’re losing 
money. 

However, I’ve gone 
crazier things then sink 
some hard-earned (OK, so 
that’s debatable) cash into 
a few horse races. I arrived 
Just as the fifth race of nine 
was starting, and began the 
long walk through the tun¬ 
nels to the grandstand. 
With the meeting Just be¬ 
ginning, the tunnel still 
smelled clean, which was 
a great disappointment. As 
a kid, I would come to 
Santa Anita with my 
grandfather, and I love the 
way the tuimel will smell 
in a few days, like cigars 


and stale beer. It reminds 
me of happy times. Maybe 
it’s Just me. 

Looking for the gift 
shop, I was given direc¬ 
tions by a nice lady at a 
soft drink window, who 
interrupted her careful in¬ 
structions to me to stare 
intently at the television 
monitor showing a replay 
of the fifth race. “What 
was that, the 7-6?” she 
asked.

(In 
fact, it was 6-2-7). “Damn 
it!” she yelled, “I had the 
7-6!” I wasn’t really sure 
what to say to that, so I Just 
looked at her for a while, 
then she remembered what 
she was doing, and fin¬ 
ished giving me directions. 

1 iiKt a couple of friends 
there, by previous arrange¬ 
ment, and heard about the 
near-misses and would’ve/
